But the cooipany^s plant man- 
ager said that would breech a 
promise made by dty adminis- 
trators and others years ago not ' 
to annex the factory. 

“Nobody wins by going to 
court, but it's something we'd 
have CO look at," if the dty forces 
the issue, Jon Davis said. 

City CouncUman Joe Sknug

Annie Glenn has not spoken 
publidy about her filings.

Gore digging the first scoop of 
dirt. 

“The people who died here 
were victims of one of the cm- 
elest visitations of evil this 
nation has ever seen," Gore said. 
“But we offer them today not 
pity but honor, for as much ns 
any solder who ever fought in 
any war, they paid the price of 
our freedom." 

After speeches by Gore, 
Attorney General Janet Reno 
and other offidols, Gore took a 
shiny shovel and dug it into the 
ground where the Alfred P. 
Murrah Federal Building once 
stood. 

He handed the shovel to 
young Clint Seidl, who was in 
the second grade when his moth* . 
er died in the 199S bombing. She 
worked for the Secret Service, 
and Clint said he M*ants to do the 
same. Gore said several agents 
w-anted to talk with Clint after 


the ceremony. 

Gore told those who ever 
wanted to demean the work 
of federal workers to "come 
here and be silent and 
remember." 

One after another, people 
grasped the shovel Gore pas^ 
to them and, dressed in their 
Sunday best, took o turn tossing 
o chunk of soil into a pile. 

“Being down here always 
takes us back,” said Diane 
Leonard, whose husband died in 
the April 19, 1995 bombing that 
also l^t 500 injured. 

The 524.1 million memorial 
will include a reflecting pool, on 
interactive museum and 168 
stone chairs built atop glass 
bases, one for each of the people 
IdUcd. 

A portion of the chain-link 
fence that surrounds the bomb 
site will be kept os port of the 
memoriaL The fence has become 
a shrine, with visitors leaving 
mementos. 

The fence holds “the real story 
of our democracy. This is how 
we feel,” Gore said. 

\Vhilc many survivors and rel- 
atives had gone into the ceremo- 
ny with mixed feelings, some 
said it was time to move ahead. 

“A lot of us want to get along 
with our lives and forget the 
tragedy but not the people 


inside. That is what we want to 
remember," said Greg Smith. 

Timothy McVeigh was sen- 
tenced to death for the bombing 
Terry Nichols was sentenced to 
life in prison as a bombing con- 
spirator.

Outgoing neasurer 
stands alone in opposition 

^ What's on the ballot? 

The Legislature is asking 
fl B voters to approve two pro- 
B B posed changes to the Idaho 
Constitution that would 
reform the way the state 
endowment funds arc man- 
aged and generated. 

□ ILJJL No. 6 would create a “land bank." 
Now, unless state land is traded for other 
property, money from sales goes into the 
endowment fund. This amendment would 
create a separate fund to give the Land 
Board two years to spend the money on 
repbeement lands. 

ll.J.R. No. 8 would allow the 
Endowment Investment Board use of the 
“prudent expert" standard to generate 
higher returns on investments - endow-

ment money can now only be invested in 
bonds. It would set up an “earnings 
reserve fund" to act as o shock obsorber 
during years of low return. 

Q What would the amendments 
mean? 

□ Proponents say opening 
investment opportunities to 
stocks and bm^ could bring 
lens of millions of dollars into 
the endowment fund, which primarily 
goes temord education. They point to the 
rccclnt success of the PubUc Employee 


Retirement System of Idaho (PERSI), 
which operates under the “prudent 
expen” standard. 

The changes would make investments 
riskier, proponents concede, but the possi- 
ble retunu would be higher as well. 

Q lVho'i ogolnk the changes? 

□ Outgoing State Treasuror 
Lydia Justice Edwards has 
bMn mounting a one-woman 
campaign to defeat the amend- 
ments. Fifteen years ago, she' 
said, “PERSI was underwater." Endowment 
money has corned around 9 percent a year 
for the last three years, and there's no rea- 
son to moke the investments risldcr when 
}-ou can't assure a greater return. 

The amendments would trigger more 
changes that aren’t detailed on the ballot, 
Edwards says. The state supcrintct\dcnt 
and the director of finance would be 
dropped from the Endowment Investment 
Board, eliminating any direct public 


accountability for the body that would 
moke the investment dedsloas. Tte Land 
Board would oversee the transactions, but 
only after the fact, she said. 

Idaho tarqrayers would be In tbe dark 
about both investments and land transac- 
tions, she said. 

Q Who’s for them? 

Q Pretty much everybody ebe: 
the entire Land Board, a vast 
majority in the Legirioture. 
the Endowment Fund 
Investment Board, the Idaho 
Association of Commerce and Industry, 
the State Board of Education and the 
Idaho Form Bureau. No major candidate 
has come out against the amendments, 
and Republican Gov. Phil Batt and 
Democratic Controller JJ). Williams are 
strong supporters.

Bill: Spending 

The Senate Wednesday 
approved, 65:29, a $520 billion 
appropriations bill that includes 
ei^t unresolved spending bills 
to fund agencies for the fiscal 
year 1999. Among the items 
included in the 3, 825-page 
omnibus bill was $17.9 billion in 
funding for the International 
Monetary Fund, $1.2 billion to 
hire new teachers, and emer- 
gency funds for Bosnian peace- 
keeping missions and farmers. 
Supporters said the bill funds 
necessary programs and the 
extra expenditures come at a 
time when the federal govern- 
ment has a surplus. Opponents 
criticized the closed process of 


arriving at the budget compro- 
mise and said the proposals 
should have been openly debat- 
ed in Congress. Opponents also 
said the additional spending 
compromises the Balanced 
Budget Aa of 1997. A “yes" vote 
favors the bill. The president 
signed the bill into law 
Wednesday.

Protection Collars on sheep here in Ida- 
ho. This proposal is to allow Ac use of 
the poLson 1080 In collars placed on 
sheep to kill coyotes. The compound 
1080 was banned from use by Ac gov- 
ernment in 1972. 

The current grazing fee formula for 
grazing livestow on Bureau of Land 
Management and Forest Service public 
lands is reduced to compensate permit- 
tees for predator losses currently. The 
reduction for losses is one of Ac main 
reasons the current grazing fee on BLM 
and Forest Service lands is so low. 

Secondly, I assume public land 
randicrs record predator losses on 
Acir state and federal tax returns; this 
in effect reduces the taxes they pay.

In an August 1994 letter to the 
editor reacting to his frequent 
nui'ins with 'Nonviolent'* anti* 
dxirtiao forces, he wrote "Please 
' doiiY fegn' sutpiiSe. distuiy and 
-certsialy not innocence when a 
more Toiadle and less rest rained 
member of the 'group decides to 
react by shooting on abortion 
provider.* 

And in a television interview, 
the fat^ of four worried about 
how his family would cope if lus 
wotk ultimati^ led to his death. 

Slepian, a S2*year4U obstetri- 
dst-gpucologist, was killed by a 
sniper who fired a rifle bullet 
through a window in his home 
Friday night. His was the first 
fatality among five sniper attseks 
on upstate New York or Canadian 
abortion providers in the last four 


p^iffnln News. Slepian stud be did 
not begrudge anti-abortion 
demonstrators who " soenm that I 
am a murderer and a 
I enter the riini« at(w^icfitbey 
•peacefully’ exerdse tneir First 
Amendment of fieedom of 
speedi. ■ 

But "tiiey aH'share the blame," 
Slepian wrote, when "a more 
volatile and less r estr a ined mem- 
ber of the group decides to reaa 
to their infiammatory rhetoric by 


shooting an abwtion provider.* 

In a statement, the founder of 
Pro-life Vir^nia called Slepian's 
killer “a hero," one who ended 
Slepian’s “Wood-thirsty practice,* 

"We as Christians have a 
responsibility to protect the inno- 
cent from being murdered, the 
■ same way we w^d want some- 
one to protect us. Who ever shot 
the di6t"profected tbe chUdren,’* 
the Rev. Donald Spitz said. 

Slepian often expressed his 
fears that abortion foes were 
cnoiuraging violence. In a 1^ 
interview with Bufialo television 
station WIVB, Slepian said: 
"Maybe they are not gung to per- 
form it, but they're setting up 
their soldiers to perform the vio- 
lence.” 

Three years eatiier, he told the 
station he was not afraid for turn- 
self, but for his family and chil- 
dirn "I rbink, if 1 wasn't around, 
what they would go through,” he 
said. 

All ofliis children were home 
when Slepian's wife, Lynn, called 
911 after the sniper’s bullet 
entered the doctor’s back, 
pierced his lungs, exited bis body 
' and ricocheted into another 
room. Fifteen-year-old Andy had 
been watching a Buffalo Sabres 
hockey game on *TV and ran into 
the kitchen. 

"He saw blood in back of his 
dad," Andy Berger, 14, a friend of 
Andy Slepian, told The Buffalo

These events have scientists 
warily looking back over their

The symMoms of influenza are 
fever, chills, headache, cough, 
sore throat and musde aches. 

“This is not the same as the 
stomach flu," said Margaret 
Howard, senior public health 
nurse and nurse supervisor for 
the South Central Dusria Health 
DepamnenL “This u a respirato- 
ry virus." 

She said treatment for flu is 
rest, increased fluids, aspirin, 
Tylenol or ibuprophen, if it 
becomes prolonged. If there is 
chest pain, difficulty breathing, 
see a physician.

“We don’t want cveohody stay- 
ing home for a common cold," she 
sjdd. “But if they’re running a 
fever and having dulls, they need 
to cnnddpr thcmsclves infectious 
to those around tlicm.”
